Designation of the road known 
here by the Sedalia road as High­ 
way No. 2 of Saline county was ob­ 
tained yesterday before the state 
highway board at Jefferson City bv 
Wallace Wingfield. Walter S. Pile 
and Virgil Huff, attorney for the 
road district, 
says 
the 
Marshall 
Democrat News of Thursday. 
being given the term Highway 
No. 2 means that this road will be 
the second in Saline county to re­ 
ceive a hard surface. 
Under the 
terms of the Morgan-McCullougb 
law, construction of one hard-sur* 
face road can not be financed until 
’he pecuniary backing on any high­ 
way with priority 
is 
established. 
Highway No. 2 begins at the school 
house three miles south of Mar­ 
shall and extends 
to 
the 
Pettis 
county line. 
In Saline county, the east and 
west road, commonly called the Old 
Trails, has priority over the Sedalia 
road. 
Parts of that road now have 
no provisions made to hard surface 
I hose intervals and until the Old 
Trails people finish their job High 
way No. 2 is without state and fed­ 
eral aid to which it is entitled. 
However, members of the Seda­ 
lia district have no intention of sit­ 
ting with idle hands 
while 
they 
wait for the east and west road to 
be completed. Virgil Huff, attorney, 
announced today that plans would 
go right ahead and that he hoped 
they would be in condition by the 
time the Old Trails is settled to 
lose no time in getting at the Se­ 
dalia road. 
S. M. Rudder, stale highway en­ 
gineer of the third district, will be 
in Marshall next week to lay out 
the road, map its course and sug­ 
gest improvements . Following his 
report the district will have the 
road surveyed. 
Aid to counties from the common­ 
wealth and government in building 
hard-surfaced roads is large. 
The 
state and federal government first 
gave a lump sum of $1,200 a mile 
and then together pay 50 per cent 
of the construction cost above that 
amount.
